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The academic year 1935-36 was one of substantial progress in the 
Sir George Williams College, progress which revealed itself not only in 
an increasing enrollment of students tut also in th: qality of mrricu- 
lum ani instruction. Probably at no time aince the inauguration of the 
formal educationel work of the Montreal Y.M.0.A. in 1875, have the: oppor- 
tunities for ani the possibilities of service to the comunity through 
tho facilities of the College been s0 mumerous and so varied as they are 
at present. 


With 1023 individual stwients enrolled in its six day ani evening 
wiite, the College continues to rank as one of the larger educational 
institutions in the City of Montreal. 


Most noteworthy, perhaps, among the developments in the College 
during the past year has been the decision of the College Board of 
Management and the Metropolitan Board, to put into effect their deci sion 
of some years ago to expand the unit which was at that time a Junior 
College into a full four~year Faculty of Arts, Selence aml Commerce. 
Thimi-year courses of study were added, accordingly, to the two-year pro~ 
graames which had been offered in both day and evening divisions since 
1929, ami the addition of a fourth-year class was announced for 1956-37, 
This Faculty of Arte, Science ami Commerce enrolled 296 students during 
the past year.

This enrollment of 1023 individual students constitutes an increase 
of 75 over that of the previous year. 


Student-hours during the academic year reached a total of 190,541 
as compared with 183,307 in 1934-35, ani instructor-hours were 14,518 
compared with 10,807 the previous year. These stuient-hour ani instructor- 
hour totals give some indication of the volume of activity carried on in 
the College each year, ami of the wealth of personal contact which it makes 
possible. There were 46 teachers and professors on the College staff 
during the year just closed. 


During the year 1935-36 there were awarded some 71 tuition bursaries, 
by means of which worthy young men ami women without financial means were 
enabled to seeure training in the regilar classes of the College at greatly 
reduced tuition fees or entirely free. The total value of these tuition 
vursaries was $2551.50. In addition to these bursary students there was 
again enrolled a class of 55 boys sponsored by the Atholstan Hducational 
Fund. For this class the Fund pid the part-time salaries of the teachers, 
while the College provided administration, supervision, plant and the 
usual student services. 


It is interesting to report that the number of business firms sponsor- 
ing ths @rollment of employees in the evening division has increased 
considerably during the year. Many of these firms not only encourage ther 
employees to emroll, but pay part or all of their tuition fees. 


It would not be fitting to close this section of this report without 
paying some tribute to Doctor F. Owen Stredder, Principal of the College 
since 19 , who resigned in Augst, 1935, to become Bursar of McGill 
University. To the vision ani organising ability of Doctor Stredder mst 
be credited much of what the Sir George Williams College now is, ani we 
cannot help feeling that his appointment to this very important educational 
post was a distinct compliment to the educational institution he left behind 
and which he had been so largely instrumental in building. 


The Board of Maragement of the College ani the Metropolitan Board of 
Directors are proud of the position the Sir George Williams College has 
come to occupy in the educational life of Montreal. They are anxious that 
the quality of its work be mintained while it increases in volume, and 
are confident that so long as this is done, s0 long as it continues to 
make its primary concern the development ani growth of pereons ami to 
integrate its programme around a core of intimate student guidance, the 
College will continue to justify itself as one medium through which the 
fundamental purposes of the Young Men's Christian Association may be given 
practical effect.
